zn thc Church, and Adminiſtration 0 ſ the Sacraments, enjoyned to 
be uſed. And whereas .by the negle@ of Miniſters in uſing the 
ſaid Order, or Liturgy ſer forth, many people have been ſeduced 
into Factions and Schiſmes. And whereas the King that now is, 
granted Commiſſion under the Great Seal of England;to ſeveral 
Biſhops and other Divines to review the ſaid Book of Common- 
Praycr, and to prepare ſome alterations and additions as they 
thouzht fit to offer, and afterwards the Convocations of both the
